Abstract of the Disclosure 

A batter stance training device is place beside the batting 
plate to train young batters the proper position of feet, and the 
proper step forward position during batting. A first strip of 
material is placed along side a batting plate. On the strip of 
material are three foot position devices that are movably attached 
to the strip of material to indicate the batter's feet position 
during batting. Additional strips of material may be attached to 
the first strip of material to form a batting box in which the 
batter stands during batting. The first strip may have indicia 
thereon so that the positioning of strips of material to indicate 
the batter's feet position may be noted for each batter. The 
strips and foot placement devices may be made of flexible material, 
for example, heavy cloth, canvas, and various plastic materials. 
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
